Historic  Piasa. 

On  the  17th  of  June,  1()73,  Marquette 
and  Joliet,  with  their  servants  and 
guides  floated  oui  of  the  mouth  ol  the 
WLsconsin.  upon  the  placid  bo.soni  of 
the  majestic  Mississippi  river,  of 
which  they  had  heard  much  from  the 
Indians  among  whom  they  had  labor- 
edfot  many  years.  Their  object  was 
exploration  and  discovery. 

They  were  the  first  wliite  men  that 
ever  saw,  or  navigated  the  upper  Miss- 


issiyipi.  rriiiii  the  place  v.iiere  tliey  en- 
tered, to  the  moiilli  of  the  Ohio. 

The  latter  part  of  .)  luie  or  tirst  part 
of  July  they  pa.ssed  along  that  portion 
of  the  Missfssippi  river  where  Piasa 
Chautauqua  Assembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  this  expedition,  to  the 
French  Government.  Marquette  gives 
a  description  of  these  blutt's,  and  the 
famed  iiictures  of  Hie  "Piasa  I?ird"  as 
follows: 

"As  we  coasted  along  the  rocks, 
frightful  for  their  heighth  and  vast- 
nesa.  we  saw  upon  one  of  them  two 
huge  monsters  painted  ujion  it.  that 
we  were  .-ilarmed  at  first  sight,  and  ii])- 
onwliiciithe  most  courageous  sava- 
ges dare  not  for  a  long  time  fasten 
thefreves. 

They  areas  large  as  a  call',  have 
horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like 
a  tiger,  a  face  something  like  a  man's, 
a  body  coveied  with  scales,  the  tail  so 
long  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
body,  passing  over  the  head  and  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  terminating 
in  a  tail  like  that  of  a  tish.  The  col- 
ors that  composed  it  were  green,  red 
and  black.  In  truth  these  two  mon- 
sters are  so  well  painted  that  we  can- 
not believe  a  savage  w;is  the  workman 
since  good  ijaiiiter;,  in  France  would 
Hnd  it  ditlicult  to  do  as  well:  and  nior- 
ovei',  lliey  are  so  high  upon  the  rock, 
that  it  is  ditlicult  to  reach  tlieiii  con- 
veniently by  painters  '' 

"As  we  were  conversing  about-  these 
monsters,  rowing  iiuietly  in  the  beau- 
tiful water,    clear    and    tranquil,    we 
heard  the  noise  of  a  rapid  into  which 
we  were  going  to  fall.      I  have  never 
seen  anything  more   frightful:   an  im- 
pediment caused  by    whole  trees  and 
brandies,  and  floating  islands i)roceed- 
I  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  Peketon- 
I  oni.  (Missouri)  with  so    much  impetu- 
]  osity,  that  we    could   not    attempt  to 
!  pa.ss  aci'oss  without  danger;  tlie  agita- 
tion was  such  that   tlie   water  was  all 
muddy  and  could  not  be  purified." 

It  Will  be  seen  from  Marquette's  de- 
scription that  these  "monsters"  par- 
take of  the  characteristics  of  man,  an- 
imal, and  tish,  but  have  neither  feath- 
ers, nor  wings  as  claimed  by  later  tra- 
dition.
